Chinese. Complaints 
PROPOSAL TO GIVE FULL 
. SUPPLY, WITH METERS. ° 


“The waster shartage occasioned 
considerable discussion at a com- 
mittee meeting of - the Chinese 
Genera! Chamber of Commerce, 
held yesterday Mternocwn under 
the chairmanship of Mr, Li Po- 
kwai. 

Interesting /ttatementa were 
made by the two Chinese members 
on the Legislative Conneil (the 
Hon, Mr. Chow Sheu-son and the 
Hon. Mr. Ng, Hon-tsz) as to what 
transpired at various conferences 
which they have\had with the 
Director of the Waterworks and 
the Secretary for Chimese Affairs. 
Mention was’ of” a scheme 
relating tothe water supply to 
Chinese houses, whieh, if adopted, 
will involve “fhe abolition of the 
prestht rider main’ system and the 
introduction of water meters inte 
all Chinese.dwellings. It is pro- 
babdle that a mesting of Kai-fongs 
or Street Committees, wil, be held 
under the auspices of the Tung 
Wah; Hospital to go imto the Gov- 
ermment’s proposal, 

The Chairman stared that a 
letter, signed br-  ccmmercia! 
unions representing ‘many com- 
munities, had been received. ap- 
plying for the assistance of the 
Chamber in oblaining an exten- 
sion of the time when water was 
available. The concessions asked 
for were: 1) That the number of 
hours when water is torned om 
in Chinese houses be increased to 
four hours daily ac that every 
floor will exjoy an hour’s supply; 
(2) That the street fountains be 
supplemented: and ~8) That 
normal supply be restered a3 soon 
as the reservoirs become full 
again.

The Hon. Mr. Ng Hon-tsz said

in the Colony conld be ‘done. 
There was no reason to believe 
that well “water was, 
healthy: Chinese Living in 
interior depended on these sources 
for their.water. However, if the 
water should be found unit for 
human consampticn it could be 
used for washing purposes. 

The Chairman: Well water is 
certainly preferable to water 
collected from gutters.
